SPRINGFIELD, Jan. 21.—What is 


.believed "by physicians to be the flrst 
case of hookworm or "lazy disease" dis- 


' covered in New England, has developed 


In Miss Louisa Johnson, aged 40, a 
Swedish domestic, who resides with her 
sister at the corner of Hancock and 
Qulncy streets, this city. 
The case has been under, treatment 


for the past two weeks at Mercy hos- 
pital and members of the medical staff, 
who have been greatly'interested in 
the case, decided to keep it a profound 
secret until 'they were positive that the 
hookworm was the true cause of the 
woman's suffering. 
Dr. Edgar C. Collins, 
who has the 
patient in charge, says that .specimens 
of the eggs and worms have been sent 
to Harvard university for examination, 
hut the physicians here, he states have 
not the slightest doubt regarding the 
nature of the 'disease. . 
About t\vo weeks ago some matured 


'specimens - of the worms, -which Dr. 
Collins believed were the ca.use of her 
illness, were secured, and when power- 
ful narcotics were administered the pa- 
tient began to show marked improve- 
ment. 
In the opinion of the physicians the 


woman is now on the road to recovery, 
although the effects of: the malady will 
not wear away for a long time. 


When Dr. Collins was flrst called to 


see the patient she was in an emaciated 
Ftate and her general condition led him 
to order her removal to the hospital, 
although at that', time there were 
no 


suspicions of hookworm. Gradually the 
symptoms began to be noted until all 
the physicians of the staff who exam- 
ined her became satisfied that she WHS 


, positively afflicted with "lazy disease," 
exactly the same malady which John D. 
Rockefeller 
will spend a fortune to 


eradicate. 
Just how and where Miss 'Johnson 


contracted the disease is a mystery to 
the medical stall of the hospital. 
A 


peculiar feature of the case Is the fact 
that the woman has never lived in the 
latitude where the hookworm flourishes. 
In fact doubt has been expressed as to 
whether the hookworm is ever found in 
the northern states, although some au- 
thorities on the subject who have in- 
vestigated the matter recently say that 
there may be sporadic cases in the 
north, although the conditions!of soil 
and climate are not favorable.

SHOULD MILITARY 
DRILL 
BE COMPULSORY? 


If it is opposition to real war'that has induced some parents' to oppose 


military drill in the high school, -we (hink the opposition ill directed; and 
hound to be barren of results. -We admit that the parent should have, the 
right to say whether his boy shall lake, up military drill at the high school, 
jiist:as he should have the right to direct the boy's course of studies; but 
if the .'parent thinks that the military drill at the high school will turn any 
boy's head or lire his brain for experience in gory fields or even cause him 
to lead.an expedition against the Indians, we believe, he .is greatly mistaken. 


We. believe, furthermore, he is mistaken in refusing.to allow his boy 


to take the course in military drillf—if the boy is able to stand the exercise. 


- Military drill as conducted at the high school is very valuable for 


discipline and physical exercise.. In spite of this there are well'founded 
objections to it. on the ground of expense and other reasons, so that it 
would be wrong to make it compulsory on all high school students. 
Of 


course the state may have in .mind the advantage of having a reasonable 
number of young men versed at, least in the rudiments of military drill in 
case, the country at any time should require their services. But the state 
militia, exists ;to meet every such emergency, .and in case of war we opine 
the-volunteer who went no farther than the grammar school would be just 
as acceptable as the graduate of the high school'who had'taken the full 
course of military drill in the school regiment.

MR. OSGOOD AND THE PUBLIC HALL 


' The speech.of William N. Osgood. before the Board of Trade on Wed- 


nesday evening was one of great public importance, due that was enthusi- 
astically applauded by those who heard it and that appeals to (he public 
spirit of our citizens. 


' Mr. Osgood spoke of the pressing need of. a public hall,- showing that 


the lack of a hall for public assemblies had injured the reputation of the 
city abroad and had resulted in street corner gatherings and rallies in viola- 
tion of the ordinances. 
• 


Every sensible citizen will agree .with Mr. Osgood in .his- expressed 


opinion as to the injury and inconvenience suffered by the city from the lack 
of a suitable hall for public assemblies. 


Whether for politico! or other gatherings the public hall is greatly 


needed and should be. built as soon as possible. 


The people have voted in favor of the public hall. Mayor Meehan in 


Ju's inaugural address urged the building- of such a hall, and the citizens 
in general want it. 


If the public hall would assist.in doing away with the street brawling 


oratory, as Mr. Osgood alleges, one great step would have been taken in 
Hie direction of public order and decency by its early erection. 


If any occasion arose on'which it were necessary to call the citizens 


together in mass meeting, there is no hall nearly big enough for the purposi). 


By adopting the right arrangement we ciiu have a public hall that will 


be at least self-supporting. Then, why delay the work of selecting a site 
and getting ready to build as soon as the weather permits? 
If, as Mr. 


Osgood asserts, it is a matter that will benefit our city at home and improve 
its reputation abroad, why delay another hour in getting-about the work?

PEOPLE OF NOTE 


TO PROTECT LONE ROOMERS. 


The person who rooms alone in a lodging house, a boarding house or 


even in a hotel has to assume Very serious chances of. neglect in case of 
sudden illness, and this through no particular fault of the proprietors. It 
is the system that needs to be .improved. Of course it would be unjust to 
condemn any of these classes of business people as lacking in kindness or 
the spirit of humanity that should induce them to make a reasonable effort 
to relieve the suffering of those who reside under their root'. The trouble 
is the suffering occurs without their knowledge. 


Unfortunately many cases come to light from time to time to show that 


roomers in certain lodging houses may be stricken with sudden illness and 
spend several days alone in a room suffering intense pain, only to be relieved 
by death without a word of consolation, without the ministration of religion 
and'without the charity of even a cup of cold water. We had a striking 
example of this a short time-ago. 


There seems to be something wrong in these conditions, something thnt 


calls for a remedy. On account of the character of our factory population 


a. liirge proportion of them hns to live in this way—rooming alone and 
boarding in the same or some other house. 
The woman who rooms alone, 


agreeing to keep her room in order, is usually secluded largely from the rest 
of the household and, therefore, most liable to be unattended if taken sud- 
denly ill. 
• 


Would it be too much of a hardship to impose upon the.proprietors of 


lodging houses, boarding.houses or hotels to order that they shall see that 
no sick person shall lie unattended during illness in any of their rooms 
or apartments, and that if (he case requires it, u doctor shall be called or 
the patient sent, to n hospital? 
This is (lie very least (hat humane treat- 


ment demands, and it is reasonable to suppose that (here would-be little or 
no objection to any such regulation. 


In the days of the old corporation hoarding houses, no precaution such 


as here suggested would be necessary, but times, customs and even people 
have changed, and it is necessary in (his, as in other matters, to deal with 
existing conditions as we find them. 
It behooves us to see thnt nobody 


shall die of want, or in (ho loneliness of a room in any hold or lodging 
house. 


The possibilities of neglect, suffering and consequent death, lo which 


we have referred can all be averted by proper rogulalion oMiotfils, lodging 
houses and boarding houses, nnd whatever regulation is needed 
in 
this 


direction should he provided as soon us possible so (lint, nobody may be left 
to <lio of pneumonia or any oilier disease alone in a room .without iiltcndnn.cc 
of any kind, ailtl so (hat no resident of Lowell, however humble, may over 
Iwvc reason to exclaim:--

SHOULD MILITARY DRILL 
BE COMPULSORY? 


••• 
If it is opposition to real war'that has induced some'parents'to'oppose 


military drill in the high school, we think the opposition ill directed and 
bound to be barren of results. .We admit that'the parent should have the 
right, to say whether his boy shall take up miiitnry drill at the high school, 
just .as he should have the right to direct the boy's course of 'studies ;.but 
if: the parent thinks that the military drill at the high school will turn any 
:boy's. head or fire his brain for experience in gory fields or even cause 'him 
to lead an expedition against the Indians, we believe-he.is greailymistaken. 


We believe, furthermore, he is mistaken in refusing to allow his boy 


to take the course in military drill—if the boy is able to stand.the exercise. 


Military drill as conducted at the high school is very valuable for 


discipline and physical exercise. In spite of this there are well founded 
objections to it on the ground of expense and other reasons,. so-that'it 
would be wrong to make it norapulsory on all high • school students. Of 
course the state may have in mind the advantage of having a reasonable 
number of young men versed at least in the rudiments of military drill in 
case the country at any time should require their services. But the state 
militia exists to meet every such emergency, and in case of war we opine 
ihe.volunteer who went no farther than the grammar school would be just 
as acceptable as the graduate of the high sohool who had taken the full 
course of military drill in the school regiment.

The, people have voted in favor of the public linll. Mayor Meehan in 


his inaugural address urged the building of such a hall, and the citizens 
in general want. it. 


If the public hall would assist in doing away with the street brawling 


oratory, as Mr. Osgood 'alleges, one great step would have been taken in 
ihe direction of public order and decency by its early erection.. 


If any occasion arose on which it were necessary to call the citizens 


together in mass meeting, there is no hull nearly big enough for the purpose. 


By adopting the light arrangement we can have a public hall that wilt 


be at least self-supporting. Then, why delay the work of selecting a site 
and getting ready to build as soon as the weather permits? 
If, as Mr. 


Osgo9d asserts, it is a matter that will benefit our city at home and improve 
its reputation abroad, why delay another hour in getting about the work?

TO PROTECT LONE ROOMERS. 


The person who rooms alone in a lodging. house,. a boarding, house or 


even in a hotel has to assume very serious chances of neglect in case of 
sudden illness, and this through no particular fault of the proprietors. It 


IB the system that needs to be improved. Of course it would, be unjust to 
condemn any of these classes of business people as lacking in kindness or 
the spirit of humanity that should induce them to make a reasonable effort 
to relieve the suffering of those who reside under.their roof. The trouble 
is the suffering occurs without their knowledge. 


Unfortunately many cases come to light from time to time (.9 show that 


roomers in certain lodging houses may be stricken with sudden illness and 
spend several days alone in a room suffering intense pain, only to be relieved 
by death without a word of consolation, without the ministration'of religion 
and without the charity of even a cup of cold water. 
We hnd a striking 


example of this a short time ago. 
. - • ' • • • 


There seems to be something wrong in these conditions, something that 


calls for a remedy. On account of the character of our factory population 
a large proportion of them has to live'in this way—rooming alone and 


• boarding in the same or some, other house. The woman who 'rooms alone, 
agreeing to keep her room-in order, is usually secluded largely from the rest 
of the household and, therefore, most liable to he unattended if taken sud- 
denly ill. 


Would it be too much-of a hardship to impose upon the proprietors of 


lodging houses, boarding, houses or hotels to order that they shall sec that 
no sick person shall lie unattended during illness in any of their rooms 
or Hparlmenls, and (lint if the case requires it, a doctor shall be called or 
(he patient sent to n hospital? 
This is the very least that humane trcal- 


ment demands, and it is reasonable to suppose ihnt there would be little or 
no objection to any .such regulation. 


In the days of the old corporation hoarding houses, no preciiution such 


us here suggested would be necessary, hut times, customs and even people 
have changed, and it is necessary, in this, as in other matters, to deal with 
existing conditions us we find them. 
H behooves us to see that nobody 


shall die of wnnt, or in the loneliness of a room in any hotel or lodging 
house. 


The possibilities of neglect, suffering and consequent death to which 


we have referred cnn nil be averted by proper regulation of hotels, lodging 
houses and hoarding houses, and wlnilevcr regulation is needed 
in

direction hhould be provided as soon ns possible HO Hint nobody may bo loft 
to die of pneumonia tor any other disease nloi-.e in a room without a'ttcndnnco

Boettcher, a Brooklyn 
jeweler, 
was 


sandbagged and fatally shot 
in 
his 


store late yesterday by an unknown 
man, 
who ended his life by taking a 


capsule of carbolic acid before he could 
he locked up. 


Boettcher identified his assailant as 


a man who came to his store not long 
ago and looked at some diamond rings. 
It was on this plea that the stranger 
nterod 
yesterday, 
presumably with 


the Intent of robbery. 


When the jeweler started to come 


from behind the counter the stranger 


pulled a chamois bag, filled with saric 
and shot, from h^s coat pocket an1 


struck him a crushing 
blow on th 


head. 


The blow broke the bag and the sho 


scattered over the floor. As Boettche 
reeled the man fired a shot at him 
which took effect behind the jeweler' 
left ear. 
The shot brought Mrs. Boettche 


from her apartments above the stor 
and the man fled, leaving one revolve 
in the store and 
throwing anotho 


away as he ran along the street. Hard 
pressed by the police, who had been 
attracted by Mrs. Boettcher's screams 
the would-be robber was seen to raise

A gold scarf fastener bore 
the initials "V. IV. V.," and in the 
w'aiBtcoat was found a handsome gold 
watch. The. clothing bore the stamp 
of

York 
dealers.
